A Didsbury man presented 
town council with a cheaper 
alternative to building a new 
leisure pool. 

Tom Gunderson said he 
was prepared to develop a 
combined leisure pool/fitness 
centre, the start-up costs to be 
shared by Didsbury, Olds, Car- 
stairs and the County of Moun¬ 
tain view. 

Didsbury's share would be 
$123,750, Olds, $138,750, Car- 
stairs, $37,500 and the County, 
$75,000. 

Mr. Gunderson said the 
total cost of the facility to be 
built on land off Hwy. 2A near 
Didsbury would be about $1.5 
million. 

Money from each of the 
sources would be on a grant or 
refundable negotiated payment 
basis to be used as a downpay¬ 
ment for the facility. 

Mr. Gunderson said he 
would be taking his idea to the 
other parties shortly.

Fire levels chicken barn 

—Damage pegged at over $200,000

Fire reduced a barn containing 1,100 roasting chickens 
to a heap of smoking rubble at a farm east of Didsbury Fri¬ 
day. 

Owner Kelly Morton said he had "very little insurance" 
on the barn which he said would cost about $200,000 to 
replace. 

Mr. Morton had gone to Stettler to pick up a load of coal 
to fire the barn's furnace when the blaze broke out about 
12:30 p.m. The Morton farm is located about one mile north 
of the Lone Pine Hall. 

No one else in the Morton family was home when the 
fire started. A neighbor noticed the smoke and called the 


Didsbury fire department. 

"It was gone by the time the fire department arrived," 
said Mr. Morton. "They didn't have any chance. It burned to 
the ground very quickly." 

Authorities believe the fire was started by a spark from 
the furnace room and then fanned by a stiff southeast wind. 

The loss of the chickens was estimated at about $ 13,000, 
said Mr. Morton. The chickens were ready for market and 
were to be replaced by 5,000 turkeys in December. 

"I'm desperate to put a new barn up and I have to have 
it for those turkeys," said Mr. Morton. "If I don't my goose is 
cooked. This is my livelihood."

I am not a winter person. I hate boots and gloves and bulky 
coats. I miss the freedom of running out of the house whenever I 
feel like it and without stopping for outdoor clothes. I loathe cold 
cars and icy roads and scraping the windshield with frost stiffened 
fingers. I am definitely not a winter person. 

I am however a Canadian, born and bred, loyal and true, stand 
on guard for thee, and as a Canadian I have to find some justifica¬ 
tion for our longest season. I can see beauty in a winter landscape. 
The sky is so blue on a clear winter day. Wind sculpted snow drifts 
are the ultimate in free form art with perfect arcs and swirling curves 
all in pristine purest white. The trees are so elegant in winter and 
our big old spruce, frosted with snow and against a blue, blue sky 
can take your breath away. 

I like the sound of crisp snow crunching underfoot and 
Christmas Carols on the stereo. I like cows in their fat furry winter 
clothes, Christmas trees, colored lights reflected on snow, 
Christmas cards and kids toys and new books and mandarin 
oranges. 

I like the birds of winter. Starting with the dear dependable 
chickadees who hang from the suet ball like animated toys and take 
turns flipping sunflower seeds from the feeder. They are so busy and 
so purposeful. They test each seed as they pick it up and if it doesn't 
meet chickadee standards they toss it away and choose another. 
They must eat some of the seeds but much of their take goes into 
caches around the yard. One day I heard a bluejay screaming and 
screaming and when I went to investigate I found that the )ay had 
discovered a chickadees hoard behind a loose board in the fence 
and was calling his friends to the feast. Last year at this time one of 
the chickadees who made a regular appearance had no tail. In flight 
he looked like a thrown tennis ball. As the weeks went by a tiny tail 
appeared. It gradually grew longer and longer and in about six 
weeks, he had as fine a tail as any of his buddies. 

There are three Bluejays with us this fall. They are so greedy but 
so beautiful. They clutch the feeder's lip with big strong feet, brace 
themselves with their tail and scoff sunflower seeds like bums at a 
banquet. The Evening Grosbeaks are worse. A good big flock of 
Evening Grosbeaks can empty the feeder in an hour. They feed in 
bunches, seven or eight at a time and you can watch the seed level 
fall like coffee going through a grinder. But are they gorgeous. 
Sulpher yellow, black and white with big strong beaks, they look 
like something strayed in from the tropics and I don't care how 
much they eat just so they come. “Welfare Bums," Ralph says. But 
he keeps on buying seeds. 

Their cousins, the Pine Grosbeaks rarely come to the feeder. 
We have to watch them in the apple trees and hedge. They are the 
same size and shape as the Evening Grosbeaks, the males are a 
glorious pink and the females olive, both trimmed in black and 
grey. 

Downy Woodpeckers come to our feeder. A Downy seen up 
close has a sort of sparse spikey mustache and the red spot on the 
back of his head fairly glows. We have Nuthatches, a streamlined 
shape in grey and white with the ability to walk headfirst down a 
vertical surface. When the feeder is empty our Nuthatch customers 
rap sharply on the plexiglass. I don't know if it's a signal or just 
frustration but it usually makes us rush out and replenish the food 
supply. 

Pine Siskins, Red Polls and Purple Finch are some of our little 
winter visitors and of course we love to have them. European Star¬ 
lings are still here and in their fall plumage they are really 
something. Sort of like a really big, ugly, sparrow in a poorly fitted 
hounds tooth check suit. 

The magpies are with us year round, not in the feeders thank 
goodness. Ravens croak overhead, big and ugly but with a sort of 
impressive dignity. 

There are five Robins in our apple trees. Robins should not be 
here at this time of year and I am very much afraid that on one of 
these cold mornings the Robins will be under the trees like faflen 
Christmas ornaments. 

Robins are not winter people either.

were prepared to enter school. 

Assistant superintendent 
Shirley Van Eaton said the early 
entry date was causing prob¬ 
lems for people moving to the 
county from jurisdictions where 
the entry policy was different. 

Reinstatement of the so- 
called flex period where 
students having birthdays be¬ 
tween Sept. 30 and Dec. 31 
could be considered for school 
entry, wasn't working either, 
she said, because children were 
being labelled. 

“We would like to start the 
schooling process on a more 
positive note," Mrs. Van Eaton 
said. 

Mr. Grimstead said he 
couldn't accept the argument 
about the board having to 
please newcomers. "They are 
not the majority of students and 
we have to serve the people 
who have lived here for some 
time. 

"We know there are prob¬ 
lems either way but if we look 
at what's best for kids, why 
discard the later is better 
philosophy if most agree it is 


best." 

Dr. Oke said the Sept. 30 
policy had caused "real hassles 
between principals and parents 
which made kids the losers. 

Other trustees voiced their 
opinions before the matter 
went to a vote. 

Murray Snyder said the 
board shouldn't bow to 
political or administrative

A little better than a decade has passed since the National 
Hockey League made room for two Alberta teams. 

For the most part, the addition of the Calgary Flames and Ed¬ 
monton Oilers has been positive. Between them, these teams have 
been among the most successful franchises in the NHL. 

They've given new meaning to the word rivalry. 

And, their success has helped both cities in a number of ways. 
Big, new arenas have been built, jobs have been created. Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary have gained recognition on the North American 
hockey map. 

However, there has been a negative impact too. 

Because of NHL teams in Edmonton and Calgary, hockey in 
small-town Alberta has declined. 

Senior, intermediate and junior teams, all of which used to 
flourish, have diminished to a handful. 

One of the reasons? Once the public had a taste of the major- 
league brand, nothing less would do. 

Instead of going to the local arena to support local pucksters, 
fans would rather sit in front of the tube in the comfort of their own 
living rooms watching million-dollar talents cavort. Or make the 
journey to Calgary or Edmonton to see their heros perform in per¬ 
son. 

The cost of these excursions isn't cheap. Probably about $100 
for a couple (if you cut a few corners). 

And the result is often disappointment, at least during the 
regular season where teams often seem only to go through motions. 

Because of the NHL, major junior hockey has died in Calgary 
and Edmonton. In fact, only Medicine Hat and Lethbridge have sur¬ 
vived as Alberta entries in the Western Hockey League, with the 
Red Deer Rebels scheduled to enter the league next season. 

These teams are alternatives to the high-priced NHL entertain¬ 
ment but there are others and you don't have to drive to Red Deer, 
Medicine Hat or Lethbridge. 

Right in our own backyard we can find the Olds Crizzlys, one of 
the top teams in the Alberta Junior Hockey League. 

The teams in the AJHL play a fast-skating, hard-hitting kind of 
hockey at a notch only slightly below the WHL. 

And then there's the Chinook Hockey League. This year 
Didsbury has an entry and I have to tell you that the Ramblers are 
worth checking out. 

For three bucks you'll see more action than you'll ever see on 
TV or at the Saddledome. 

These guys work their tails off. The game against Trochu last 
week was non-stop action. Both teams sustained an all-out pace for 
60 minutes. There was no quitting on either side.

From GST to the Constitution 

In keeping with the Govern¬ 
ment's commitment to monitor 
the operation of the GST in the 
marketplace a number of techni¬ 


cal refinements have been made 
by Finance Minister Don Mazan- 
kowski. 

Some of the changes concern 
livestock feedlots, transitional 
treatment of new residential 
properties, shares issued by 
cooperatives, supplies to interna¬ 
tional carriers, supplies and 
services to non-residents, sales 
by governments, special fund¬ 
raising events by registered 
charities, GST housing rebate, 
transitional credit for small 
business, etc. Consultations with 
organizations and private sector 
groups will contribute to further 
refinements. 

The Standing Committee on 
Agriculture has initiated a 
subcommittee that will study the 
GST and Agriculture Exemp¬ 
tions. They will hold their first 
meeting on Nov. 20. 


The panel will meet with 
participants from businesses, 
communities, special interest 
groups, individual Albertans, 
non-profit organizations and all 
parties interested in tourism. The 
panel will also receive written 
submissions (until January 31, 
1992) in response to a province¬ 
wide print ad campaign request¬ 
ing public input. 

The Tourism 2000 initiative 
will run from September 1991 to 
J une 1992 All input will be taken 
into consideration and compiled 
into report format by the 
members of the Tourism 2000 
Advisory Panel.

promoting the understanding by Members of their obligations 
under the Act by preparation and dissemination of written 
information, personal discussions with Members and continuing 
contact with party caucuses. 

The demands of this position require attributes that go beyond a 
specific discipline or academic achievement. It is desirable that the 
Ethics Commissioner possess: 

- wide experience in dealing with people 

- common sense, maturity, tact, patience, perseverance, 
fairness, integrity, tolerance and sound judgement 

- wide respect within their chosen career and in the 
community at large 

- a knowledge of Alberta and its people 

- an understanding of the distinction between natural and 
legal justice

- a knowledge of sound administrative and management 
practice 

a knowledge of Conflicts of Interest legislation and a strong

A local horse was a winner at 
a recent annual provincial pro¬ 
gram to identify and recognize 
superior horses, breeders and 
trainers in Alberta. 

Quite A Classic, a 4-year-old 
gelding, owned by Louise Milford 
of Didsbury, received first place 
honors, in the American Saddle- 
bred, 3-5 year old performance 
class at the 1991 Alberta Horse 
Improvement Program. 

One of the program's overall 
goals is improving the quality of 
Alberta bred horses through 
education and identification of

Olds teacher wins McLuhan awar 


. .It is only by using all 
the abilities of each and every 
person that we can solve our 
economic and social prob¬ 
lems,' — Peter Wilkinson

Receiving one of 12 Mar¬ 
shall McLuhan awards for 
teaching excellence is one of 
the high points of Peter Wilkin¬ 
son's career at Olds High 
School, the recipient of this na¬ 
tional honor told the board of 
education last week. 

In a candid address to the 
board, Mr. Wilkinson offered 
his views on a wide range of 
topics, most of them centred 
around how to make the world 
a better place. 

Mr. Wilkinson, who teach¬ 
es career management and 
technology, related his ups and 
downs at OHS, from his tenure 
as principal, 1979-82, to the 
present. 

He resigned as principal 
after the so-called Sage report 
changed the style of manage¬ 
ment from an "imposed top- 
down" system to one called 
Japanese management where 
decision could be made "from 
the bottom and transmitted up¬ 
wards for acceptance." This 
suggestion "was definitely not 
part of the administrative prac¬ 
tices I had been used to either 
in the Royal Navy or at universi¬ 
ty. Senior administrators were 
expected to control staff. My 


subsequent resignation re¬ 
flected the fact that I was com¬ 
pletely out of my depth in this 
situation." 

It took a number of years to 
recover from the animosities 
created by that event, he said. 
"But eventually I forgot about it 
as I concentrated on doing the 
best possible job I could in 
teaching." 

And he credited former 
OHS principal Tom Craven 
with helping him to re-evaluate 
his thinking of Japanese man¬ 
agement. Mr. Craven had made 
a study of this new administra¬ 
tive system and in the process 
made a critical change in his 
thinking about people, Mr. Wil¬ 
kinson said. 

"His new and somewhat 
strange basic premise was that 
people will always do the best 
possible job if they are em¬ 
powered to do so. Instead of 
top-down direction by decree 
the revolutionary idea is that 
you allow people to direct 
themselves toward the goals of 
the organization and so im¬ 
prove their productivity as they 
become owners of the deci¬ 
sions made. It has now been 
widely demonstrated in pro¬ 
gressive modern industrial 
situations internationally that 
this empowerment produces 
the very best out of staffs in all 
situations."

Remembrance, healing

Canada is a wonderful 
mosaic of people from different 
backgrounds and cultures, and 
this week following Remem¬ 
brance Day can sometimes be a 
painful one as people think back 
to the reasons that they left their 
home country. Only about 2% of 
Canada's population are native to 
the land although many people 
can trace generations of ances¬ 
tors born in Canada. However for 
98% of the population either they 
or their parents or some earlier 
generation left some other part of 
the world to build a new life in 
Canada In this century in 
particular many of the groups of 
immigrants were motivated to 
leave other places directly or 
indirectly because of the result of 
war. Two major ones in Europe 
and innumerable ones in other 
parts of the world Sometimes the 
political systems left behind were 
far less flexible than in one of the 
world's few true democracies 

While this shows how 
fortunate we are to be in Canada, 
it is at times like this that we can 
grive for the places that we 
ourselves or our ancestors left 
behind. There is a saving that "if 


you keep looking in the rear view 
mirror while driving that you will 
hit something else!" For most of 
the year that is true and healthy 
but this week we are publicly 
allowed to think back to the 
difficulties and sacrifice that 
occurred in many countries and 
to realize that memories need to 
be healed and reconciled to 
events from years before. For 
young people reading this article 
they may say how or when was 
there anything that we need to 
look back to? 

Perhaps as part of the 
process of healing it is good to 
ask grandparents, or people who 
have escaped from conflict in 
Europe, Latin America or Asia. 
While each human being has a 
unique perspective on their own 
history many will look back and 
seethe suffering and poverty re¬ 
sulting from conflict Many will 
see how people get caught up in 
political systems where as an 
individual one feels a pawn in a 
game of chess. A few will look 
back to exciting times or times of 
great comradeship. 

The Christian churches have 
some important things to say 
about all of this! First they hold 
out the image and ideal where 
the world aims to live in peace.

Weatheradio will provide 
weather warnings instantaneous¬ 
ly, giving timely information of 
forecast or imminent severe 
weather. Weatheradio will also 
be particularly useful to those 
whose livelihood is affected by 
the weather, such as farmers or 
construction workers 

The Weatheradio facility is a 
system which uses solid-state 
electronic technology to store and 
disseminate weather informa¬ 
tion Special receivers must be 
purchased to receive local 
Weatheradio. These receivers 
are available through communi¬ 


cation electronics retailers and 
are designed to pick up the three 
frequencies reserved for Weath¬ 
eradio-162 400 M H z, 162 475 
MHz, and 162.550 MHz. 

Weatheradio is broadcast on 
162.550 MHz from the Glenayre 
Communications Inc. tower lo¬ 
cated east of Red Deer, with the 
transmission area stretching 
from Ponoka in the north to 
Didsbury in the south and from 
Caroline in the west to near 
Stettler in the east. Weatheradio 
broadcasts are prepared by 
Environment Canada's meteoro¬ 
logical personnel at the Calgary 
weather office.

far as possible within each 
human being to heal it as well 


This calls for the old to talk to the 
young and the other way around. 
It calls for people of different 
backgrounds to work at tolerance 
and love as these too are building 
blocks for a future Canada that 
we all want to see One freed 
from the past but using it as a 
foundation for a prosperous and 
caring future. 

There is a French proverb, 
loosely translated as "To know 
all, is to understand all." Does 
that apply within our families and 
among our neighbours?

Didsbury teacher top band director in Alberta

County of Mountain View 
band director Barry Valleau, 
who teaches at Westglen 
School in Didsbury, has receiv¬ 
ed the Alberta Band Associa¬ 
tion's Elkhorn Award as band 
director of the year. 

"This is the highlight of my 
life," said Mr. Valleau, whose 
enthusiasm for the band pro¬ 
gram has carried over to the 
student population.

The Elkhorn Award is given 
annually by the ABA to a band 
director in the province who 
has made significant contribu¬ 
tions to band and band music.
